NOW, THEREFORE, 1, Phil Bryant, Acting Governor of the State of Mississippi, pursuant to the 
authority vested in me by Section 119 and Section 217, Mississippi Constitution of 1890, and 
Sections 7-1-5, 33-7-301, 33-7-305, Mississippi Code of 1972, do hereby direct Major General 
William Freeman, Adjutant General of the Mississippi National Guard, to order out such officers 
and enlisted personnel of the Mississippi National Guard as he deems necessary and requisite and 
for such duration as he deems appropriate to assist state and local civil authorities. Major General 
Freeman will be in direct Command of the troops ordered to active duty and will use such 
equipment as may be found necessary in his opinion to accomplish the support mission of the 
Mississippi National Guard troops. The members of the Mississippi National Guard ordered to 
active duty under the provisions of this Order shall be subject to the provisions, privileges, and 
immunities of the State of Mississippi, including those governing the National Guard. Major 
General Freeman is autliorized to request and accept such federal funding as may be available for 
the Mississippi National Guard under Title 32 of the United States Code and otherwise. 

FURTHER, the pay and expenses of the troops ordered to State Active Duty shall be paid as 
provided in Sections 33-7-313, 33-7-315 and 33-9-15, Mississippi Code of 1972, unless said pay 
and expenses are borne by the United States of America, pursuant to Title 32 of the United States 
Code or otherwise. All costs will be reimbursed as authorized by Section 33-15-307(4)(g), the 
Disaster Assistance Act of 1993, Mississippi Code of 1972, as amended, and/or other applicable

WHEREAS, Education is the number one economic-development and quality-ot-Iife 
issue in Mississippi; and

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Haley Barbour, Governor of tire State of Mississippi, uiufer and 
by virtue of the Constitution and laws of this state, do hereby promulgate the following 
executive order, effective immediately. 

There is hereby created and established an advisory council to be known as the 
Commission on Mississippi Educational Structure. It shall be the responsibility of the 
Commission on Mississippi Educational Structure to review Mississippi's current 
structure of school districts and recommend how they can be consolidated in order to 
improve both the quality of educati{ui and the efficiency with which it is delivered. 

it shall further be the responsibility of the Commission on Mississippi Educational 
Structure to recommend how consolidation can best be achieved, and to calculate the 
savings that would result from consolidation. 

The Commission shall have the authority to raise and to expend non-state funds, and to 
contract with outside consultants to advise the Commission, and to conh'act for such 
other services as the Commission deems necessary. 

The Mississippi Department of Education shall provide staff and such other support as 
file Commission deems appropriate. 

The Commission shall consist of not less than ten members appointed by the Governor 
to sei-ve at his will and pleasure. 

The Governor shall designate one member of the Commission to seiwe as it.s Cliairman 
and another member to serve as its Vice Chairman, each of whom shall hold such 
position at the will and pleasure of the Governor. The Chairman or his designee has the 
exclusive authority to convene the Commission.

1 he Commission shnll provide a recommendation not later than Monday, April 1, 20'I0, 
or another date specified by the Governor. The recommendation sliall detail standards 
and priorities to be used by the State Board of Education in selecting those scliool 
districts to consolidate. Altiiough the Governor has recommended reducing the total 
number of school districts to 100, the Commission shall have the authority to 
recommend consolidating to a greater or lesser number of districts. 


The report shall further detail how best to implement consolidation, and shall make any 
other recommendations on how to maximize educational quality while eliminating 
duplicative and wasteful administrative spending. 


Any executive orders relating to the subject matter hereof and conti'aiy hei'elo are 
hereby superseded by tliis order.

Relaling to the Designation of the 
Governor’s State Early Childliootl Advisory Council 

WHEREAS, compelling research supports the lifelong importance of early childhood 
development; and 

WHEREAS sound economic evidence indicates that smart investments in early childhood 
education yield long term gains by improving the c]uality of the future workforce and creating 
signiHcant cost savings for society; and 

WHEREAS, the early development and education ot young children is ol critical importance to 
Missis.sippi's families and communities; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Mississippi recognize,s the importance ol early childhood education 
and development programs and services for children from birth to school entiv; and 

W'HEREAS, Missis.sippi has a need for coordination and collaboration among federal. State, 
and local child care and early childhood education prograjns and initiatives to maximize 
resources; and 

WHEREAS. Mississippi’s families and children need a coordinated system ot quality care and 
education with comprehensive supports to enable school success and lilelong learning, and 

WHEREAS, the Federal Government, in the reauthorization of Head Start in Public Law 1 10' 
134 (Improving Head Start for School Readiness Act of 2007), has required states to have 
Advisory Councils dedicated to early education and care issues; 

NOW', THEREFORE, L Haley Barbour, Governor of the State of Mississippi, by the authority 
vested in me by the Constitution imd laws of tins State do liereby: 

(A) Designate the existing State Early Childhood Advisory Council of Mississippi (herein 
referred to as the “Council”) as the State Advisory Council on Early Childhood 
Education and Care for children from birth to school entry; 

(B) Locate the Council in the OfUce of the Governor to ensure access to the Governor 
and other key policy malcers; 

(C) Designate leadership to coordinate the activities of the Council as described in 
PL 110-134; 

(D) Appoint members to the Council in accordance with Public Law 110-134. Members 
of the Council shall include, to the extent possible— 

(i) a representative of the Mississippi Department of Human Services; 

(ii) a representative of the Mississippi Department of Education; 

(iii) a representative of local educational agencies; 

(iv) a representative of Mississippi Institutions of 1 ligher Education; 

(v) a representative of local providers of early childhood education and care 

services; 



(vi) a representative from Head Start agencies located in the State, including 
Indian Head Start programs and migrant and seasonal Head Start programs 
as available; 

(vii) the State Director of Head Start Collaboration; 

(viii) the Part C Coordinator and/or the Section 619 Coordinator of programs 
under die Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (20 U.S.C. 1419, 
1431 et seq.); 

(ix) a representative of the Mississippi Department of Health; 

(x) a representative of the Mississippi Department of Mental Health; and 

(xi) representatives of other entities deemed relevant by the Governor; 

(E) Direct the Council to build on the existing early care and education system and to 
develop a strong infrastructure supporting collaboration, coordination, and equitable 
access to quality serv'ices and supports; 

(F) Direct the Council to carry out the duties and functions specified in Public Law 110- 
134, including: 

(i) periodically conducting a statewide needs assessment concerning the quality 
and availability of early childhood education and development programs and 
services for children from birth to school enti'y, including assessing the 
availability of high-quality pre-kindergarten services for low-income children in 
Mississippi; 

(ii) identifying opportunities for, and barriers to, collaboration and coordination 
among Federally-funded and State-funded child development, child care, and 
early childhood education programs and services, including collaboration and 
coordination among State agencies responsible for administering such 
programs; 

(iii) developing recommendations for increasing the overall participation of children 
in existing Federal, State, and local child care and early childhood education 
programs, including outreach to underrepresented and special populations; 

(iv) developing recommendations regarding the establishment of a unified data 
collection system for early childhood education and development programs and 
services throughout Mississippi; 

(v) developing recommendations regarding statewide professional development and 
career advancement plans for early childhood educators in Mississippi; 

(vi) assess the capacity and effectiveness of 2- and 4-year public and private 
institutions of higher education in Mississippi towai'd supporting the 
development of early childhood educators, including the extent to which such 
institutions have in place articulation agreements, professional development and 
career advancement plans, and practice or internships for students to spend time 
in a Head Start or prekindergarten program; and 

(vii) make recommendations for improvements in the State Early Learning 
Guidelines and undertake efforts to develop high quality comprehensive early 
learning standards, as appropriate. 

(G) Direct the Council to hold public hearings and/or provide opportunities for public 
comment on the activities described above in accordance with Public Law 110-134; 
and 

(H) Direct the Council to submit a statewide strategic report addressing Council activities 
to the State Director of Head Start Collaboration and the Governor, in accordance 
with Public Law 110-134; and 

(I) Direct the Council to meet periodically to review the implementation of 
recommendations contained in the statewide strategic report and to address any 
changes in State and local needs, in accordance with Public Law 110-134.

WEIEREAS, the State of Mississippi participates in the Medicaid progi'am to provide 
health and wellness services to m-ialifying populations, and 

WHEREAS, expert advice is valuable in policy formulation and implementation of the 
Medicaid program; 

NOW^ THEREFORE, 1, Haley Barbour, Governor of the State of Mississippi, under and 
by virtue of the Constitution and laws of this state, do hereby promulgate the following 
executive order, effective immediately. 

There is hereby created and established an advisory council to be known as the 
Medicaid Hospital Advisory Board. It shall be the responsibility of the Medicaid 
Hospital Advisory Board to review those issues which the Governor or the Division of 
Medicaid submits to the Board and to comment on them to the Governor or the 
Division of Medicaid, in accordance with this executive order. 

The Board shall consist of nine members, who shall be appointed by the Governor and 
shall serve at his will and pleasure. 

The Governor shall designate one nrember of the Board to serve as its Chairman, who 
shall hold that post at the will and pleasure of the Governor. The Chairman has the 
exclusive authoritv to convene the Board, provided, however, that the Board may only 
convene in response to a recjuest by the Governor or the Division of Medicaid. 

In tlie event the Governor or the Division of Medicaid seeks the Board's review of an 
issue, the Governor or the Division of Medicaid shall submit a plain statement of the 
issue, along with any relevant attachments, and request the Board to review it. The 
Board shall have ten business days from the submission of the issue to review it unless 
the Governor or the Division of Medicaid specifies a different period of time for review. 
If the Governor or the Division of Medicaid specifies a different period of time to 
review an issue, the Board shall review it within the specified review period. 

At the conclusion of the review period, the Chairman shall submit in writing to the 
Governor or the Division of Medicaid comments on the issue, which shall be adopted 
by not less than five members of the Board. If no five members agree on a specific 
comment, the Chairman shall submit a written comment on behalf of the Board 
summarizing tire majority and minority views. 

If the issue submitted to the Board is a proposed state plan amendment (SPA) to be 
submitted to the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS), this paragraph 
applies. Once the Board's comment has been received, the Governor or the Division of 
Medicaid, in their exclusive discretion, may subimt additional questions to the Board, 
alter the proposed SPA and resubmit it to the Board for new comment, or submit the 
SPA to CMS notwithstanding any comment from the Board. 

Nothing contained herein is intended to in any way impair or delegate the 
constitutional and statutory duties or prerogatives of the Governor and the Division of 
Medicaid to administer the Medicaid program. The Board's comments shall be 



advisory only, and the Governor and the Division of Medicaid retain all authority to 
administer the Medicaid progi'am according to law.

WHEREAS, ihe State of Mississippi recognizes the importance o ['safeguarding the citizens 
of this State against the possibility of a threat or act of terrorism or man-made disaster as well as the 
need for intelligence analysis regarding organized criminal activity; 

WHEREAS, it is expedient and essential to coordinate and connect all levels ol law 
enforcement, public safety agencies, including militaty, fire, health and transportation agencies in 
order to detect and deter criminal acts and acts ot terrorism as well as respond to such events, 
including natural disasters; and 

WHEREAS, Federal, State, and local agencies have collaborated to organize and create the 
Mississippi Analysis and Information Center (MS AIC) to improve intelligence gathering and sharing 
among public safety and public service agencies. 

NOW EHEREFORE, based on those considerations, 1, Haley Barbour, Governor ofthe State 
of Mississippi, by virtue of tlie authority vested in me by the Constitution and laws ol the State ol 
Mississippi, do hereby order and direct as follows: 

1. The Mississippi Analysis and In formation Center (MSAIC) shall be created de jure and shall 
function as a part of the Mississippi Department of Public Safety within the Office of 
Homeland Security and shall be managed by the Director of the Mississippi Office of 
1 lomeland Security at the direction ofthe Commissioner ofthe Mississippi Department ol 
Public SafetV- 

2. The Mississippi Analysis and Information Center (MSAIC) will perform the following 
functions: 

A. Support the Mississippi Office of Homeland Security strategy of providing 
protection to citizens and maintaining the economic stability ofthe State ot 
Mississippi by emphasizing intelligence coordination between federal, stale, 
local, tribal, and private sector organizations in order to prevent potential 
terrorist attacks and aid in re.sponse to attacks as well as response to 
organized criminal activity. 

B. Assi.st in eliminating interagency barriers by both obtaining and sharing 
appropriate information with federal, state, local, tribal and private partners. 

C. Assist all federal, state and local law enforcement with their requests for 
information on suspects by utilizing available databases. 

D. Serve as a conduit for law enforcement’s request for information from other 
state fusion centers. 

E. Provide the participating agencies with uniform information sharing 
capabilities related to all criminal and terrorist related activities as well as 
infonnation pertaining to natural and man-made disasters. 

3. The Mississippi Analysis and Information Center (MSAIC) will be manned as provided for 
by the Director of the Mississippi Office of Homeland Security. Subject to the rules 
provided for within the State Personnel Board, the Director of MSAIC may employ 
professional personnel, technical analysts, clerical and other personnel as may be necessary 
to cany out this executive order. Subject to available money ajid the contracting laws ofthe 
Stale of Mississippi, the Director of MSAIC may employ contract analysts as necessary to 
carry out this executive order. 



BE n I ’URTHER ORDERED that this Executive Order shall become effective immediately upon its 
execution and shall remain in effect until amended or modified by the Governor.

MISSISSIPPI PANDEMIC INFLUENZA PREPAREDNESS AND RESPONSE PLANNING 

STEERING COMMITTEE 

WHEREAS, The Mississippi Emergency Management Law of 1995 as codified al Title 33, 
Chapter 15 of the Mississippi Code of 1972, Annotated, confers emergency powers on the 
Governor, executive heads of state agencies, and governing bodies of municipalities and counties 
to be prepared in the event of a natural, technological, or man-made emergency or disaster that 
threatens life, property or the environment; and 

WHEREAS, effective state, local and community functioning during and following an influenza 
pandemic requires focused planning and practicing in advance of the pandemic to ensure that 
states maintain critical functions; and 

WHEREAS, state governments need to incorporate community mitigation strategies into their 
operating plans and assist local communities, businesses, non-governmental orgimizations, and 
the public in doing the same in order for statewide planning to be effective; and 

WHEREAS, state governments must have robust operating plans that have been sufficiently 
tested and improved by staff who understand and perform proficiently dieir supporting activities; 
and 

WHEREAS, community partners must also perform proficiently their roles and re,sponsibilities 
and understand accurately what the stale government will and will not do and how it will 
communicate with them and the public; and 

WHEREAS, the Mississippi State Department of Health is the lead coordinating state agency 
for the Mississippi Emergency Support Function #8 of the Mississippi Comprehensive 
Emergency Management Plan, which provides state assistance and coordination of local 
resources in accordance with the MSDH Concept of Operations and the Mississippi Health 
Response Team plans; and 

WHEREAS, establishing a Steering Committee comprised of key stakeholders and led by the 
Mississippi State Department of Health is essential tor effective planning and preparedness prior 
to a pandemic. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, Haley Barbour, Governor of the State of Mississippi, by the authority 
vested in me by the Constitution and the Laws of this state, do hereby; 

1. Direct that a Mississippi Pandemic Influenza Preparedness and Response Planning 
Steering Committee (“Steering Committee”) be established and include senior 
representation from the following as designated by the respective agency: 

a. The Mississippi State Department of Health 

b. The Mississippi Emergency Management Agency 

c. Mississippi’s Office of the Attorney General 

d. The Mississippi Department of Agriculture and Commerce 

e. The Mississippi Department of Finance and Administration 
f The Mississippi Governor’s Office 

g. The Mississippi Department of Human Services 

h. The Mississippi Department of Public Safety - Office of Homeland Security 



i. The Mississippi State Personnel Board 

j. The Mississippi Economic Council 

k. The Mississippi Commission for Voluntary Service 

l. The Mississippi Department of Education (K-l 2) 

m. The Mississippi National Guard 

2. Direct that the Steering Committee have Workgroups, which may include members of the 
Steering Committee and other state agencies and stakeholder groups to assist the Steering 
Committee in carrying out its duties and responsibilities. The Workgroups shall initially 
address, but shall not necessarily be limited to, the following topics: 

a. Community Mitigation Strategies 

b. Healthcare and Public Health System Capacity 

c. EMS, Public Safety and 911 Capacity 

d. External Affairs - Federal Agencies and Foreign Missions 

e. Identification and Maintenance of Essential Government Functions 

f. Identification and Maintenance of Critical Infrastructure 

3. Direct that the initial activities for each Workgroup include, but shall not be limited to, 
the following: 

a. Confirm identified gaps in the existing State Pandemic Flu Plan 

b. Assist with fact gathering 

c. Review and approve draft sections of the Plan within the scope of the Workgroup 
assigned topic 

d. Identify recovery operations within the scope of the Workgroup 

4. Declare that the State Epidemiologist of the Mississippi State Department of Health shall 
serve as the Chairperson of the Steering Committee. 

5. Declare that the Mississippi State Department of Health’s State Epidemiologist, as 
Chairperson of the Steering Committee, designate additional executive and non-executive 
branch personnel or quasi-governmental and non-govemmental personnel to assist the 
Steering Committee as needed with their expertise and counsel. 

6. Declare that the Steering Committee shall act as an advisory council in all matters related 
to Mississippi’s Pandemic Influenza Preparedness and Response Plan (“the Plan”). 

7. Declare that the Steering Committee make every effort to direct the development of a 
comprehensive Plan that incorporates the needs and goals of Mississippi stakeholders 
from all walks of life. 

8. Require the Steering Committee review issues relating to the creation of Mississippi’s 
Plan, as well as issues that may impact it, as deemed appropriate by the Mississippi State 
Department of Health in cooperation with tlie United States Department of Health and 
Human Services, the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, the Mississippi 
Emergency Management Agency and county and municipal governments. 

9. Direct that the Steering Committee make recommendations for; 

a. An overall strategy for the adoption and use of the Plan; 

b. An overall strategy to address potential technical, scientific, economic, security, 
privacy, and other issues related to the adoption of the Plan; 

c. An overall strategy to identify existing resources, including funding resources, to 
support the development of Plan; and 


d. An overall strategy to ensure continuing, educational efforts to promote 

development of a population capable of being self-sustaining before, during and 
after a pandemic. 

10. Direct all Executive branch departments, agencies, boards, and commissions and any 
other divisions of the Executive branch of state government, fully cooperate with the 
Steering Committee and provide staff support and any other assistance as requested. 

11. Direct the Steering Committee meet periodically as needed to: 

a. Review progress on the development of the Plan; 

b. Review statewide pandemic influenza preparedness and response goals and 
objectives as tliey relate to tlie Plan; and 

c. Review priorities for categories of pandemic influenza preparedness and response 
mitigation efforts and/or related projects. 

12. Authorize the Steering Committee to seek grants from government or private sources to 
achieve the goats and objectives set forth. 

13. Deem that the Steering Committee continue in existence until all of its objectives are 
achieved, imless otherwise directed by a future Executive Order.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 1017 


WHEREAS, The Mississippi Division of Law Enforcement Assistance, Office of the 
Governor, was created by Executive Order No, 44, dated March 4, 1969, to serve as the state 
planning agency to conduct the programs provided by the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets 
Act of 1968; and, 

WHEREAS, The Division of Law Enforcement Assistance, Office of the Governor, was 
continued in existence by rescission of Executive Order No. 44, through execution of Executive 
Order No. 159, dated November 19, 1973, to serve as the State Plaiming Agency to conduct 
programs provided by the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968, as amended; and, 

WHEREAS, the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968, as amended, has as 
its stated purpose the development and adoption of comprehensive plans based upon evaluation of 
State and local problems of criminal justice; die authorization of federal grants to State and local 
units of government in order to improve and strengthen criminal justice; the encouragement of 
research and development directed toward tlie improvement of criminal justice and development of 
new methods for the prevention and reduction of crime and the detection, apprehension and 
rehabilitation of criminals; and, 

WHEREAS, the Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention Act of 1974, Part B, Section 
223, designates the state planning agency established under Title I of tlie Omnibus Crime Control 
and Safe Streets Act of 1968, as amended, as the sole agency for the preparation and administration 
of juvenile delinquency plans and progrtmis; and, 

WHEREAS, the Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention Act of 1974, has as its 
purpose the provision of thorough and prompt evaluation of all federally-assisted Juvenile 
delinquency programs; the provision of teclmical assistance to public and private agencies, 
institutions, and individuals in developing and implementing juvenile delinquency programs; the 
establishment of training programs for persons, including professionals, para-professionals, and 
volunteers, who work with delinquents or potential delinquents or whose work or activities relate to 
juvenile delinquency programs; the establishment of a centralized research effort on the problems of 
juvenile delinquency, including an information clearinghouse to disseminate the findings of such 
research and all data related to juvenile delinquency; the development of standards for the 
administration of juvenile justice, including, recommendation for administrative, budgetary, and 
legislative action at the Federal, State and local levels to facilitate the adoption of such standards; 
assistance to the Stale and local communities with resources to develop and implement programs to 
keep students in elementary and secondary schools and to prevent unwarranted and arbitrary 
suspensions and expulsions; and, 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Mississippi Code Aimotated Section 45-1-33, effective July 1, 
1990, the Office of Criminal Justice Planning and Juvenile Justice Advisory Committee, as 
constituted in the Governor’s Office of Federal-Slate Programs on June 30,1989, was transferred to 
the Department of Public Safety; and, in order to insure better coordinated and more effective 
administration of justice at all levels of government in Mississippi, it is essential that tlie current 
state planning agency structure be improved and strengthened: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Haley R. Barbour, Governor of the State of Mississippi, pursuant 
to the authority vested in me by the Constitution, and applicable statutes of the State of Mississippi, 
do hereby continue the existence of said slate planning agency, previously cited herein as the 
Mississippi Division of Law Enforcement Assistance, which Iiistorically existed within the Office of 
the Governor, and the same being, the Office of Crinuna! Justice Planning and Juvenile Justice 
Advisory Conunittee, that was transferred by enactment to the Department of Public Safety. Thus, 
for purpose of restructuring said state planning agency, and to reaffirm such agency in the office of 
the "Division of Public Safety Planning” which is established as an organizational unit necessary to 
implement assigned duties within the Mississippi Department of Public Safety by authority of 




Mississippi Code Annotated and amended Section 45-1-2; also do hereby order as Follows: 

SECTION 1, The Division of Public Safety Planning, Mississippi Department of Public 
Safely, is hereby designated as the stale planning agency for justice as contemplated by the Omnibus 
Crime Control and Sate Streets Act of 1968, as amended, and the Juvenile Justice and Delinquency 
Prevention Act of 1974, as amended. 

SECTION 2. the Division of Public Safety Planning, Mississippi Department of Public 
Safety shall organize an advisory committee named the Mississippi Juvenile Justice Advisory 
Committee, herein refen-ed to as the “MSJJAC". For carrying out its business and function the 
committee shall have access to, and will use, an Executive Director and office personnel who ai'e 
subject to the supeiwision and control of the Commissioner of Public Safety. The committee shall 
also have the benefit of regional councils created by Executive Order No. 160, dated November 19 
1973, which will ensure statewide participation in matters of local crime and delinquency planning’ 

SECTION 3. 1 he duties of the Division of Public Safety Plamiing, Mississippi Depaitment of 
Public Safety shall consist of, but not be limited to, the following: 

A. To develop a comprehensive plan for the improvement of criminal and juvenile 
justice tliroughout the State, which shall define, develop and correlate programs For 
die prevention and reduction of crime and delinquency and the administration of 
justice. 

B. To establish prioiities tor crirninal and juvenile Justice iniprovenient in the States 
to provide information to prospective grant recipients on the benefits of programs and 
procedures for grant applications, to encourage grant proposals from State and local 
units ot government for criminal and juvenile justice plamiing and action efforts; to 
evaluate local applications for funds, award funds, monitor progress and audit 
expenditures of grants^ by State and local units of government; to coordinate the 
comprehensive plan with other federally-supported programs relating to or having 
impact on criminal and juvenile justice; to collect data and statistics relevant to 
criminal and juvenile justice system improvement in the State; and. to oversee the 
total State ettort in criminal and juvenile justice improvement for the prevention and 
reduction of crime and delinquency and the administration of justice. 

fo apply for and accept grants trom the United States Department of Justice, 

Office of Justice Programs, or any other public or private source, and to approve 
expenditure and disbursement of any such funds acquired in consistency with 
applicable laws. 

SECTION 4. The Division ol Public Safely Plamiing, Mississippi Department of Public 
Satety-, is authorized, after appropriate coasultation with, and concurrence from the Commissioner of 
Public Safety, the DPSP Executive Director, and MSJJAC, to establish such rules, regulations and 
procedures as are necessary to the exercise of the functions and as are consistent with the stated 
purpose of this order, 

SECTION 5. The Executive Director of the Division of Public Safety Planning, Mississippi 
Department of Public Safety, shall be appointed as the executive head, or director, of the MSJJAC 
which designation shall be in addition to the other duties of the division referred to herein' The 
executive director shall have the responsibility for recommending policy and program alternatives' 
and. shall exercrse appropriate administrative powers, including supervision of personnel All of 
the other functions, powers and duties created and established by this order shall be exercised by the 
Executive Director with the concurrence of the Commissioner of Public Safety. 

SECTION 6. The Division of Public Safety Planning, Mississippi Department of Public 
Safety shall function as the supervisory body over the activities of both the division and the 
MSJJAC, which are performed for purposes under the requirements of the Omnibus Crime Control 
and Safe Streets Act of 1968, as amended, and the Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention Act 
of 1974. Membership to the MS.rjAC shall be appointed by (he Governor and shall serve at the 
pleasure of the Governor. 'Hie Division of Public Safely Planning shall review and maintain general 
oversight of activities performed under requirement of the afore- stated statutes, and shall consist of 
an executive director and such other employees as are necessary to the exercise of these functions. 


SECnON 7. All such relevanl activities of the Division of Public Safety Planninc- 
Mississippi Department of Public Safety, shall be subject to the Constitution and the'laws of the 
State oi Mississippi; the supervision of the Governor; legislative restrictions on the expenditure 
th funds; Federal laws, regulations and guidelines; State budget and appropriation requirements; and 
State administrative regulations. 

SEC 1 ION X. It shall be the duty of ever>' department, agency, office, board, commission, 
institution and political subdivision to cooperate with and assist the Division of Puhlie Safety 
Phmning, Mississippi Department ol Puhlie Safety, the Commissioner of Public Safety, and the 
MS.tJAC in every reasonable way. 

SECTION 9. This Executive Order supplements any and all other executive orders 
and does not hereby rescind or hold for naught any other previous executive order.

WHEREAS, it was credibly alleged that the Tax Collector ol Washington County, 
Patricia lee^ had delaulted on her lawful duties and responsibilities as Tax Collector of 
Washington County, on the basis that she was subject to an indictment by a Grand .lury ot 
Washington County, Mississippi, filed on December 15, 2007. on two (2) counts ot knowingly 
and willfullv making fraudulent statements and representations with the intent to defraud the 
state, county, municipality or other subdivision of the state or local government, in violation ot 
Miss. Code Ann. § 97-7-10; and 


WHEREAS, by the authority vested in the Governor pursuant to Mississippi Const., Ail. 
V Section 12“^ and Miss. Code Ann. § 7-1-61, and after I determined that it was in the best 
inleresl of the citizens of W'ashington County that I exercise my constitutional and statutory 
authority with respect to this matter, 1 issued Executive Order No. 995 on December 26, 2007, 
which suspended Patricia I,,ee pending the outcome of the investigatiou ol the accounts ot the 
Washington County Tax Collector's office and appointed Mickey hratesi to serve as the interim 

county tax collector; and 

WHEREAS, by letter dated .lanuary 9, 2009, Frank G, Power, acting on behalf of the 
Board of Supervisors of Washington County, informed me that the criminal charges against 
Patricia Lee had not been re.solved but that Mickey Fralesi, the interim tax collector appointed 
pursuant to Executive Order No. 995, had submitted his resignation to the Board of Supervisors. 
As a result of Mr. Fratesi’s resignation, the Board of Supervisors requested the temporary 
appointment of Monica Williams as interim tax collector to take the place of Mickey Fratesi. 
while the investigation and prosecution of Patricia Lee were being conducted and until such tune 
as the criminal charges were resolved in tavor ot Patricia Lee; and 


WHEREAS, by the authority vested in the Governor pursuant to Mississippi Const., Art. 
V.. Section 125 and Miss. Code Ann. § 7-1-61, and after I determined that it was in the best 
interest of tlie citizens of Washington County that 1 exercise my constitutional and statutory 
authority with respect to this matter, I issued Executive Order No, 1014 on .lanuary 28. 2009, 
which maintained the suspension of Patricia Lee as Washington County Tax Collector and 
appointed Monica Williams as interim tax collector while the investigation and prosecution ol 
Patricia !,ee were being conducted and until such time as the criminal charges were resolved in 
favor of Patricia Lee; and 


WHEREAS, the certain alleged failures of the Washington County lax Collector, were 
investigated, and a trial was held. By letter dated March 5, 2009, Paul FI. Watson, Jr,, acting on 
behalf'of the Board of Supervisors of Washington County, informed me that a Washington 
County jiU7 returned a “not guilty” verdict at tlte conclusion of the trial of the charges 
Patricia Lee wherein she was^alleged to have defaulted on her lawful duties and responsibilities 
as Tax Collector Washington County as required by Miss. Code Ann. § 97-7-10; and 

WHEREAS, the criminal charges have been resolved in her favor, and there arc no 
furtlier investigations of default in her accounts pending against Patricia Lee; 



NOW, THEREFORE, I, Haley Barbour, Oovernor of the State of Mississippi, pursuant 
to the authority vested in me by the Mississippi Constitution of 1890 and laws of the State of 
Mississippi, do hereby reinstate Mrs. Patricia Lee, Tax Collector of Washington County, 
Mississippi, to her duties upon her taking the oath and posting any bond required by law and do 
hereby further notify Monica Williams, interim Tax Collector of Washington County, of the 
reinstatement.

WHEREAS, ihe Mississippi Legislature has declared in Section 37-1-2 of the Mississippi Code of 
1972, as amended, that the policy of the State is that the students, parents, general citizenry, local 
schoolteachers and administrators, local governments, local school boards, tmd state government 
have a joint and shared responsibility for the quality of education delivered through the public 
education system in the State of Mississippi; to encourage the common efforts of students, parents, 
teachers, administrators and business and professional leaders for the establisliment of specific goals 
of perfonnance; and that the return on public education which is the single largest investment for 
the state be the effectiveness of the delivery system and tlie product it is designed to produce; and 

WHEREAS, the Mississippi Department of Education and the Mississippi Institutions of Higher 
Learning have developed central reporting systems for maintaining information conceniing student 
level education-related information (slate educational data systems); and 

WHEREAS, the Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA), 20 U.S.C. Section 1232(g) 
and 34 CFR Part 99, is a federal law that protects the privacy of student education records but 
allows educational agencies (defined as the local educational agency or institution) to disclose 
personal identifiable information without prior parental consent under certain exemptions; and 

WHEREAS, that the Mississippi Department of Education (state educational agency) and the 
Mississippi Institutions of Higher Learning (state higher education authority) require legal authority 
to act on behalf of the local educational agencies or institutions to enter into agreements for the 
release of personal identifiable information from education records without prior vcritten parental 
consent under the FERPA exemptions; and 

WHEREAS, Section 37-153-7 of the Mi.ssissippi Code of 1972 recognizes tlie authority of the 
Governor, as the Chief Executive Officer of the state, to enforce cooperation among all entities 
within the state that utilize federal or state funding for the conduct of workforce development 
activities. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Haley Bai'bour, Governor of the State of Mississippi, pursuant to the 
authority vested in me do hereby issue this Executive Order to declare the following: 

a) 1'hat the Mississippi Department of Education, subjec t to the approval of the Stale 
Superintendent, and the Mississippi Institutions of Higher Learning have authority to 
re-disclose educational records for authorized FERPA purposes on behalf of local 
educational agencies and institutions, including but not limited to providing data for 
the longitudinal tracking system developed and managed by the State Workforce 
Investment Board; 

b) That P-12 schools and post-secondary institutions have authority to share with each 
other educational records that the receiving system needs for evaluation purposes; 

c) That the Mississippi Department of Education, subject to the approval of the State 
Superintendent, has authority to enter into agreements with research organizations 
for studies to improve instruction and to disclose education records to research 
organizations under those agreements for the benefit of schools and school di.stricts 
tliroughout the state; 



d) 


That the Mississippi Department of Education, subject to the approval of the State ^ 
Superintendent, and local educational agencies or institutions is authorized to release 
education records to a former school if needed tor evaluation or accountability 
purposes.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 1014 

WHEREAS, Mississippi Const., Art. V., Section 125, states as follows: 

The Governor shall have the power, ajid it is hereby made his duty, to suspend alleged 
defaulling state and county treasurers, and defaulting tax-collectors pending the investigation of 
their respective accounts, and to make temporary appointments of proper persons to 1111 tlie 
oftlces while such investigations are being made; and the legislature shall provide for the 
enforcement of this provision by appropriate legislation; and 

WHEREAS. Miss. Code Ann. § 7-1-61 states as follows: 

The Governor shall have the power, and it is his duty, to suspend alleged defaulting tax 
collectors pending the investigation of their respective accounts, whether made under the 
foregoing sections or otherwise, and to make temporary appointments ol' proper persons to till 
the oftlces while such investigations are being made; and 

WHEREAS, it has been credibly alleged that the Tax Collector of Washington County, 
Patricia Lee, has defaulted on her lawful duties and responsibilities as Tax Collector of 
Washington County, on the basis that she is subject to an indictment by a Grand Jury of 
Washington County, Mississippi, filed on December 15, 2007, on two (2) counts of knowingly 
and willfully making fraudulent statements and representations with the intent to defraud the 
.state, county, municipality or other subdivision of the state or local government, in violation of 
Miss. Code Ann. § 97-7-10; and 

W'HERE.AS. the Tax Collector of Washington County, Patricia Lee, has defaulted on her 
lawful duties and responsibilities as Tax Collector of Washington County, on the basis that 
Diann Gooden. Brenda Green, Bennie McCain, Mary Jane McClain, Patricia McDuffy. 
Tammoral Nealon, Deloris Trotter, and Lakeisha Washington, all of whom serve as Deputy Tax 
Collectors of Wa.shington County, have also been indicted under the Miss. Code Ann. ij 97-7-10 
of knowingly and willfully making fraudulent statements and representations with the intent lo 
defraud the state, county, nuinicipality or other subdivision of the state or local governnienl, in 
violation of Miss. Code Ann. § 97-7-10; and 

WHEREAS, Patricia Lee was recently tried by a Washington County jury, but the jury 
did not reach a verdict; thus, Patricia Lee remains under indictment and shall be retried on the 
pending charges; and 

WHEREAS, by letter dated January 9, 2009, and addre.ssed to Governor 1 laley BarbtJur. 
Frank G, Power, acting on behalf of the Board of Supervisors of Washington County' informed 
the Governor that the criminal charges against Patricia Lee had not been resolved but that 
Mickey Fralesi, the interim tax collector appointed pursuant to Executive Order No, 995, had 
submitted his resignation to the Boai'd of Supervisors. As a result of Mr. Fratesi's resignation, 
the Boai-d of Supen'isors has requested the temporary appointment of Monica Williams as 
interim tax collector to take the place of Mickey Fratesi, while the investigation and prosecution 
of Patricia Lee are being conducted and until such time as the criminal charges are resol ved in 
favor of Patricia Lee; and 

WHERE.AS, the suspen.sion of Patricia Lee as Washington County Tax Collector 
ordered pursuant to Executive Order 995 shall remain in effect pending the investigation of her 
accounts and the resolution in her favor of the criminal charges against her; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interest of the citizens of Wa.shington County that the 
Governor exercise his constitutional and statutory authority with respect to this matter;

All costs 
will be reimbursed as authorized by Section 33-15-307 4(g), the Mississippi Disaster Assistance Act 
of 1993, Mississippi Code of 1972, as amended, to the extent not borne by die United States of 
America.
